Announcement of the finding of 


the first victims of the Thursday's 
explosion was made by mine Supt. 
Harry Chapman, whose brother is 
one of the missing miners. 


The bodies, Chapman reported, 


were found near the opening of a 
drift in which 13 miners were 
scheduled to be working when a 
rumbling gas explosion hit the 
mine 


Seven other men were assigned 


to a drift 2,000 feet farther into the 
mine and two men were assisting 
both crews. 


OuUide the mine's 
entrance, 


women, coal miners in working 
gear, police and coal company of- 
ficials kept vigil. 


There was nothing on the out- 


side to indicate what had taken 
place. Pans which circulate am 
through the mine continued to op- 
erate. The shaft was not dam- 
aged. The elevator which can car- 
ry 10 men down into the working 
area was still operating. 


Leonard Timms, state mines 


director, said the trapped men

MurderTrial 
in 3rd Day 
at Ft. Smith

FORT SMITH, Ark, (AP)—The 


state produced $50.000 in notes 
drawn on the V&R Sales Co. of 
Fort Smith by Frederick L. Rush 
today as Rush's first degree mur- 
der trial entered its third day in 
Sebastian Circuit Court. 


Carl Robbins, vice president of 


the First National Bank of Fort 
Smith, on which the notes were 
drawn, produced ledger sheets 
showing that all of the checks 
were executed by Frederick Rush 
and that most were endorsed by 
Rush. 


Rush is being tried for the fatal 


shooting of his wealthy stepfather, 
Paul Rush, 56, last May 13 at the 
V&R Sales Co., which he owned. 


The notes were drawn during 


a period ranging from Nov. 24, 
1961 
to March 14, 1962. Two were 


for $5,000 and four were for $10, 
000 each. 


One bore the endorsement of 


Paul Rush and the state attempted 
to prove the signature was not 
his. 


Lt. Howard Chandler, question 


able documents examiner for the 
State Police, testified that the 
signature on the note allegedly 
signed by Paul Rush differed from 
his known signature. 


Defense Aty. Hugh Hardin, on 


crossHBxamination 
of 
Chandler, 


brought out that there was a possi- 
bility the note had been lying on 
a rough surface when signed. 


The state a l s o produced a 


divorce suit filed by Paul Rush's 
wife, Virginia, on April 23, 1902, 
which asked that she be awarded 
half interest in the varied Rush 
business enterprises in Fort Smith 
and Waldron. 


Prosecutor Lyman Mikel con- 


tended in his opening statement 
Wednesday that Frederick Rush 
plotted the death of his stepfather 
because he was in danger of losing 
his financial security because of 
the divorce action and because 
V&R wss sliding rapidly toward 
bankruptcy. 


Hardin, in questioning Robbins, 


brought out that all of the notes 
executed by Frederick Rush had 
been deposited to the general ac- 
count of V&R. He said only Paul 
and Virginia Rush were allowed 
to write checks on the general 
account. Robbins said all the notes 
were paid. 


Testimony in the trial of Fred- 


erick Rush, 26, stepson of the vic- 
tim, centered around the defend- 
ant's relation with Mrs, Taylor, 
Carolyn Browne, 21, of Fort Smith 
and Raymond Wood, 21, of Ro- 
land, Okla. The latter two are al- 
so charged with first degree mur» 
der in the shooting, last May 13, 
of the elder Rush. 


Mrs, Taylor testified Thursday 


that she had heard Rush, Wood 
and Miss Brown talk about the 
murder while they were in a mo- 
tel room in Oklahoma City in 
July. 


She said she heard Miss Brown 


say, "That's the thanks I get for 
helping you murder your father." 


Rush was shot to death in the 


basement of the V&R Sales ConV 
pany, a retail outlet he owned. 
The defendant, who was wounded 
in the shoulder during the shoot- 
ing, has told police he and the 
victim went to investigate a light 
they found burning in the build- 
ing. 


Mrs. Tdylor testified Thursday 


that she and Miss Brown were be- 
ing supported by the defendant. 


She said Rush told her he hated

little ordeals today is the problem 
of winding up a cocktail party. 


Wives like to throw a cocktail 


party because they feel in this 
way they can pay off all their 
small social obligations in a single 
evening. 


It sounds so simple the way they 


put it. 


"We'll invite etcrybody from 5 


until 7:30," they say. "When they 
see that on the note, they'll know 
we don't intend to serve dinner." 


Such a blithe attitude only re- 


flects the triumph of feminine 
hope over bitter experience. 


Everything in nature is sup- 


posed to have a beginning, a mid- 
dle, and an end. But a cocktail 
party defies nature. Once started, 
it tends to go on forever. 


A cocktail party in your own 


home 
starts 
off 
deceptively 


enough. The guests, glass in hand, 
stand around staring at each other 
with silent mutual dislike. But two 
hours later they are as chummy 
as a bucket full of worms. 


Everybody loves everybody. The 


faint tinkle of conversation has 
become a steady roar. The clock's 
hands move on past 7:30 to 8, 
then to 9, then to 10. 


Hardly anyone has left. Tacttul 


suggestions about going out for 
dinner fall on deaf ears. The 
guests prefer to raid the refrigera- 
tor. 


But what can you do to break up 


a cocktail party? 


Here are 
a few time-tested 


measures: 


1. You turn off the lights and 


shout through a megaphone, "ywu 
don't have to go home, folks, but 
you can't stay here." Unfortun- 
ately, this hint won't affect many 
guests. They'll simply stay on and 
start smooching in the dark. 


2. Announce loud and clear: 


"After midnight the house will 
assess a $5 corkage and cover 
charge." This doesn't work too 
well either. Most guests will either 
write you rubber checks or try to 
use their credit cards. 


3. Paint lipstick dots all over 


your wife's face and lead her 
from guest to guest asking, "Do

4. Don't wait for the annoyed

hose on the remaining guests and 
flush them out the front door.

Pack 
a bag at the height of the merri- 
ment and leave quietly with your 
wife on a two-week vacation. 


When you get back, there may 


still be half a dozen guests game- 
ly trying to keep the party going. 
But chances are they'll be in such 
a weakened condition that you can 
throw them out bodily.
